Private health links questioned 


Conflict of interest rules not effective, critics say

he provincial government's 
Te man on private health 

was unable to assure a town- 
hall audience that conflicts of 
interest wouldn’t develop under 
plans to expand private involve- 
ment in public health. 

Conservative back-bencher 
Gene Zwozdesky, who heads up 
Premier Ralph Klein’s so-called 
“truth squads” on private health 
legislation, fumbled for words 
when asked about conflicts of 
interest during a public meeting 
Tuesday night. 

“T wish I had a direct answer for 
you on that, in terms of provincial 
legislation,” Zwozdesky told an 
audience member. He did say that 
each of the province's 17 regional 
health authorities “has some of its 
own conflict of interest guide- 
lines.” 

But critics say conflict of inter- 
est is already rampant, especially 
in the Calgary Regional Health 
Authority, which contracts out 
thousands of operations every 
year. 

Medical staff members of the 
authority have strong connections 
to private health businesses. Dr. 
Kabir Jivraj, the region’s chief 
medical officer, is also one of the 
owners of Surgical Centres Inc., 
which has three contracts with the 
CRHA, one of which is to perform 
some 2,000 orthopedic and ear, 
nose and throat procedures. 

And Dr. Stephen Miller, head of 
orthopedic surgery at Calgary’s 
Foothills General Hospital, is also 
on the board of directors of HRG 
Health Resources Group Inc. That 
firm performs day surgeries for the 
RCMP, workers’ compensation 
boards and the Canadian Armed 
Forces and has been aggressively 
lobbying the CRHA and Calgary 
MLAs for contracts to perform hip- 
replacement surgeries. 

So any conflict of interest poli- 
cies established by regional health

authorities don’t go far enough in 
at least handling the appearance of 
conflicts, critics charge. 

“It is a problem of crisis propor- 
tions,” said New Democrat interim 
leader Raj Pannu. 

And this is just the tip of the ice- 
berg, he said. “Just wait until they 
legalize private hospitals the 
problem will only become 
greater.” 

Liberal opposition leader Nancy 
MacBeth said conflict of interest 
guidelines in health care are less 
stringent than they are in the 
province’s transportation depart- 
ment. 

In the health system, “if the sell- 
ers are the same people who are 
the buyers, you have an unaccept- 
able unaccountable model,” she 
said. 

Kevin Taft, an economist, public 
policy analyst and co-author of the 
book Clear Answers: The Econ- 
omics and Politics of For-Profit 
Medicine, says existing regulations 
are clearly not strong enough. 

Doctors who work in the public 
and private health-care systems 
have “intimate knowledge” of 
internal workings of the hospital 
departments, staffing patterns and 
procedures, Taft said. 

“Then, for them to go sit on the 
other side of the table negotiating 
back to the RHA, they are clearly 
in conflict of interest because they 
have all the inside knowledge of 
the party they are negotiating with, 
and they have the ability to influ- 
ence the RIIA. They can even 
schedule operating room time to 
make it easier or more difficult to 
get procedures through the public 
system. If they can boost demand 
for private services, there are con- 
flicts all over the place.” 

Friends of Medicare chair Chris- 
tine Burdett said she’s shocked by 
the close connections between 
public and private health systems. 

“If you look at what’s happening 
in Alberta, anything goes,” she 








said. 

“Individual RHAs may write 
their own regulations, they may 
(cover conflict of interest) in their 
bylaws but if Calgary has conflict 
of interest regulations in its 
bylaws, they are not doing much 
good.” 

Steve Buick, a spokesman for 
the Capital Regional Health Auth- 
ority, said the situation in Edmon- 
ton is much different than in 
Calgary, 

“No such question arises here 
with any of our current medical 
leaders or out clinical officer,” he 
said. 

If there were a problem with the 
conflict of interest rules in 
Calgary, says Alberta Health 
spokesperson Garth Norris, Health 
Minister Halvar Jonson would 
know about it. 

“They have their own conflict of 
interest guidelines but if they 
weren't adequate the minister 
could tell them to improve them,” 
said Norris. 

But that isn’t good enough for 
opposition politicians, who are 
angry that Bill 11 — proposed leg- 
islation to govern for-profit surgi- 
eal centres — doesn’t even 
address the issue, 

“It’s not difficult to draw the line 
but (the government) have deliber- 
ately chosen not to draw the line,” 
said the ND’s Pannu. 

Liberal leader Macbeth said her 
party plans to introduce amend- 
ments to Bill 11 to’ensure private 
interests aren’t aymed with insider 
information when negotiating for 
public health dollars. 

Responsibility for conflict of 
interest rules lies with the provin- 
cial government, not with govern- 
ment-appointed board members 
who run the RHAs, she said. 

“Right now it’s not defined and 
the province has the Constitu- 
tional responsibility for effective 
management of the health-care 
system.”

Suburbs need a swift kiek

This council 
would be appointed by the vari- 
ous municipal councils and 
would in turn be responsible to 
them. The council would deal 
with issues involving intermunici- 
pot affairs, such as transit service 
and environmental issues, It

vidual municipalities, but with 









i regional govern- 
ere either stillborn or

the regional council. 
: y councillors are 


already balking at the recommen- 
dation, because they do not see 
that it will give Edmonton enough 
power over the smaller munici- 
palities, which are in turn leery of 
giving up any perceived autono- 
my to their larger neighbor. Coun. 
Robert Noce, an eternal well- 
spring of clever ideas, wonders 
why Edmonton can’t just annex 
the smaller municipalities. 

The second problem is Hynd- 
man’s recommendation that com- 

‘pliance with the regional coun- 
cil’s recommendations be yolun- 
tary. Municipalities will be able to 
opt out of plans that they do not 
agree with. No one needs to bela- 
bor the obvious problems inher- 
ent in this proviso. 

The final stumbling block is 
ignorance. Very few people actu- 
ally bother to inform themselves 
on this matter. Mayor Bill Smith 
—in one of those rare moments 
when speaking on a topic near 
and dear to his heart (ignorance) 
— once said that if he went out 
on the street and asked people 
what they thought about an 
Edmonton regional government, 
“not one in 50 would know what 
(he) was talking about.” 

Compounded upon their igno- 
rance of the issue at hand, people 
have an entirely irrational attach- 
ment to their cities. Witness the 
behavior of residents of St Albert 
in 1980 when Edmonton was 
threatening annexation: suburban 
school children were made to 
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send Valentine’s Day cards to 
Premier Lougheed that read “We 
love our city, let us keep it.” 
(Apparently teachers thought it 
more important to indoctrinate 
their students with pint-sized 
patriotism than to enlighten them 
as to the existence of such a thing 
as a comma splice.) The sup- 
posed grown-ups of St Albert 
went so far as to beat the borders 
of their community with birch 
fronds in an attempt to ward off 
evil spirits. 

Tm not even making that up. 

Citizens of the smaller munici- 
palities surrounding Edmonton 
are sentimentally attached to 
their home towns and they also 
don’t want to be forced to pay 
Edmonton's higher property 
taxes. They are wary of the big 
city looming over them and wary 
of losing their own autonomy. 

Which is the biggest rub of all, 
because Canadian cities have 
never, in fact, enjoyed anything 
approaching true autonomy. They 
are merely subordinates of the 
provincial government, which 
will eventually grow tired of all 
this silly squabbling and simply 
legislate the consolidation of 
Edmonton municipalities. Don't 
think it will happen? Think again 
because that’s exactly what the 
Manitoba provincial government 
did to Winnipeg in 1971. All the 
birch branches and cute cards in 
the world won't make a lick of 
difference when that happens.’

Reading last week's cover story 
on health care (Can for-profit 
medicine work? SEE, March 2 - 8) 
1 was perplexed to learn that there 
are authors still droning the 
Orwellian mantra, “public health 
care good, private health care 
bad.” The perception in most 
developed countries with national 
health care systems is that a 
healthy mix of private and public 
health care is beneficial to both 
This was certainly our finding 
when I was working on Alberta 
Medical Association comuniitees 
(1993-1997). 

Some of the worst examples of 
health-care delivery systems are 
purely public systems, such as the 
Veterans Administration system 
here in the U.S.A, And it may be 
interesting to you to hear that 
Americans’ perception of the 
Canadian health-care system is 
increasingly disenchanted. When 
the Clintons were working on a 
national health plan, they praised 
the Canadian system. Since then, 
America has been watching 
Canadian health care and what 
they've been seeing has resulted in 
fewer Americans believing in a 
national health system for the 
U.S.A. than at any time in the past 
four decades. 

Here in the U.S.A. we're seeing 
the HMO revolution starting to col- 
lapse under its own weight. HMOs 
are similar to the regional health 
authorities in Alberta. It’s a huge 
topic and I won't go into it in any 
detail here, but suffice to say, 
health policy and economics peo- 
ple are predicting a return of insur- 
ance products in the U.S. that are 
cheaper and aimed at catastrophic 
coverage rather than the every- 
thing-but-the-kitchen-sink cover- 
age the HMOs/RHAs are giving 
currently. Consumer-driven health 
care is a reality here and it’s got to 
happen in Canada too, to my mind. 

It's wasteful and expensive to 
offer the same health coverage 
plan for everyone, because every- 
one doesn’t need comprehensive 
care all the time. If they don’t need 
a service, consumers get grouchy 
about paying for it. 

Heaith-care organizations are 
seeing the escalation of this con- 
sumer trend and they're trying to 
move to meet it in order to sur- 
vive. The Klein government legisla- 
tion is, in my view, another version 


of the same story. They are tacitly 
admitting they can’t handle the 
demand for service and they're try- 
ing to move some of their risk out 
of their RHA’s hands and into 
someone else’s 

Your article talks about whether 
these new surgical centres should 
be considered hospitals. Good 
question. Down here 
a trend toward “de-hospitalization” 
where providers are downsizing 
hospital campuses and increasing 
services in hybridized satellite 
facilities that are more like super- 
clinics with a couple of ORs. They 
throw in a few overnight-stay beds 
and they've got a facility that can 
handle most of the and-but- 
ter” surgery that used to be done 
in hospitals, do it more cheaply 
and do it in a more consumer- 
friendly manner 

Some pundits are predicting that 
the facilities we call hospitals 
today will not survive the transi 
tion to consumer-based health 
care. They're probably right 

I think the private hospital/pri- 
vate-pay sector in health care is 
going to expand, no matter what 
the ideals of health-care planners 
might be. The problem is that in 
any health-care economy in the 
world today, people who have dis- 
cretionary income are starting to 
spend it on health care — both tra- 
ditional and alternative — outside 
their traditional care/provider 
plans, So health-care providers 
worldwide (hospitals, doctors, 
regional health authorities) are 
finding themselves in a tongh eco- 
nomic position as their consumer 
base is going elsewhere and their 
traditional source of income is 
being eroded. Unless they can tap 
into this emerging market, their 
survival is threatened. 

Mr. Klein’s government has no 
real choice in the matter. Survival 
in the world health-care economy 
depends on flexibility and innova- 
tion, even if you think your nation- 
al health system is insulated from 
change due to external market 
forces. It’s not insulated. And if 
Canadians hope to have anything 
left of their health-care system in 
the next decade, they've got to 
wake up to these realities and give 
their health-care leaders a man- 
date for change.

t first glance, it’s hard to distin- 
guish actor Don McKellar from 
Curtis, the protagonist he cre- 
ated for CBC TV's Twitch City. As 
McKellar cruises into a coffee 


ot so far from Twitch City’s 


























Kensington Market backdrop, he 
betrays a sartorial taste that mir- 
rors Curtis's tussled style — a 
slightly worn, blue V-neck sweater 
affords a glimpse of a T-shirt with 
‘70's-style blue ribbing, his jeans 
connote the word “dungarees,” 
and he unwinds a long blue-and- 
yellow knit searf as he apologizes 
for being late. The only visual dis- 
crepancy between alter egos is 
MecKellar’s affectation of a Fu 


Manchu moustache, a remnant of 
a project he decided not to do 
after all. 

But physical similarities aside, 
McKellar and Curtis are following 
different trajectories. Seven new 
episodes of Twiteh City, which 
starts Wednesday, March 15 at 9 
p-m., depict aspiring shut-in 
Curtis’s attempt to squeeze in as 
much uninterrupted TV as possible 
while adapting to a new domestic 
arrangement with girlfriend Hope 
(Molly Parker) and contending 
with a stream of white power 
movements, cat cultists, psychotic 
killers and obsessive stalkers that 
stroll into the room Curtis and 
Hope perennially try to sublet. 
McKellar, on the other hand, is 















so busy with film and theatre pro- 
jects, he didn’t think it would be 
possible to round up the cast and 
crew necessary to follow up the 
first six episodes of the series, 
which originally aired in 1997. But 
owing to popular demand, a 
phrase seldom uttered in the same 
breath as “CBC” and a confluence 
of schedules that allowed most of 
the original cast and crew to par- 
ticipate, Twitch City was resur- 
rected. 

“When I did the first set, I 
thought that was it. I had a really 
fun time doing it, but — I don't 
know if you saw the first one, it 
was six (episodes) and wrapped 
up fairly conclusively,” he says. 
Twitch City was written “as a sin- 
gle story, like a miniseries more 
than a sitcom,” he says. “I got all 
this positive response, the CBC got 
all this e-mail and stuff... and 
then there just came this opportu- 
nity.” 

With a bit of a lull after some 
movie projects and a chance to get 
original director Bruce McDonald, 
McKellar decided the characters 
and situation were worth revisit- 
ing. 

“I just finished my movies, The 
Red Violin and Last Night (which 
he wrote, directed and starred in), 
and I needed a distraction but I 
didn’t think I could take a full (pro- 
ject), cuz I still had to promote it, 
travel around to the States and 
things. Anyway, I i would 


prominently in the action of the 


The presence of McKellar’s 
perennial collaborator McDonald, 
with whom he’s worked on such 
films as Roadkill and Highway 61 
, also made the project more 
tempting. 

“Bruce is great because he’s an 
old pal of mine now, but also he’s 
great at creating this environment 
where everyone feels like they can 
contribute and be creative. Every- 
one is a team, and he pushes them 
all in the most pleasant possible 
way. And also, it’s rare to see a 
directorial look for television and I 
think it’s important to give this 
series a little bit of look so it 
doesn’t turn into normal TV.” 

McKellar sees the present set of 
episodes as a chance to go beyond 
the confines of the original con- 
cept and blend an ironic take on 
TV culture — the season premiére 
is a hilarious send-up of prison- 
drama clichés patterned after Oz 
— with identifiable characters and 
situations. 

“I think it’s still playing with a 
lot of genre expectations and qui- 
etly subverting them in a Canadian 
way — a way that requires a cer- 
tain knowledge and a certain 
irony, a certain distance to get the 
humor... Even in this show, 
though, I think I tried to put some 
moments that are strongly un-iron- 
ic — but I had to fight for it.”

it’s in my neighborhood hui it’s not 
King of Kensington.

But as a fan- 
tasy, it’s a lot more fun. 

The story is this: Astergourd’s 
repertory company is rehearsing a 
production of a new play by 
Tuccio (John Turturro, typecasting 
himself as a writer). The play will 
star Tuccio's wife Rachel 
(Katherine Borowitz). An apparent 
on-stage death propels the produc- 
tion forward, until a bad review 
makes the company . . . actually, 
the more I think about the actual 
plot, the less sense it makes. 

But that’s okay, because the 
beauty of Jluwminata is in the 
characters, who scurry like ants 
between their cues and their ren- 
dezvous. And this film ranks with 

































Magnolia for ensemble power — 
along with Turturro, Sarandon, 
and Borowitz, you have Rufus 
Sewell as a career-oriented leading 
man; Ben Gazzara as a senile stage 
veteran who can’t act without his 
hat; and Christopher Walken, in 
his most memorable role since 
Pulp Fiction. Walken plays “maca- 
roni queen” Bevalaqua, a reviled 
but powerful critic with a fondness 
for young, male actors. His 
attempts to seduce Marco (Bill 
Irwin) contain more scenery-chew- 
ing than all the Godzilla movies — 
and you can tell Walken is having 
the time of his life.

newest album, His Mistress Never 
Sleeps, a tribute to Duke Ellington. 

Among the spate of records to 
come out last year on the 100th 
anniversary of Ellington’s death, 
Aldcrofts stands out. Deliberately 
ignoring some of the obvious 
choices such as Take The A Train 
or Lush Life, Aldcroft instead 
chooses numbers from two of 
Ellington’s extended pieces, Such 
Sweet- Thunder, a Shakespeare- 
derived suite originally performed 
at the Stratford Festival, and the 
Far East Suite. 

But the versions that Aldcroft 
laid down are different from the 
big band rhythm that Ellington 
hewed to in his famous dictum, “it 
don’t mean a thing if it ain’t got 
that swing.” Aldcroft disagrees 
mildly. 

“Well, I wasn’t trying to cop him 
stylistically. I was trying to play 
the music, but with my own voice. 
Keeping true to the music or at 
least the tradition of jazz music. 
Ellington was into investigating 
things, finding your own voice.” 
When he hits the Yardbird on Fri- 
day, March 10, with Bob Tildesley 
on trumpet and Ron Samsom on 
drums, he’ll be mostly bypassing 
the Ellington album and concen- 
trating on his first CD, Big Picture, 
along with a few other pieces. 

“The artists really like are John 
Zorn, Bill Frisell, Paul Bley; 
Ornette Coleman, Keith Jarret. If |

musicians, that would be it. I can’t 
help being influenced by rock, 
because that’s what I grew up to. I 
listened to a lot of Led Zeppelin 
and from there went to blues, and 
then jazz.” 

Deciding to jump from blues and 
rock to jazz is a pretty sophisticat- 
ed choice for a teenager. How did 
Aldcroft manage this? 

“I was really into improvising in 
the blues style and I needed some- 
thing more. Jazz is a very individ- 
ual form of music and I liked the 
ability you needed to become a 
jazz musician. I just hit a wall for a 
while and then Il heard a Charlie 
Parker record and went, ‘wow’! 
How’s he doing that?” 

The Ellington tribute has been 
released on Trio records, which is 
his own label. He designs every- 
thing from the graphics on down 
and chooses his own producer. 

“It’s the trend, I think, to do it 
yourself. What happens is, espe- 
cially in the rock music world, is 
people create their own little 
scenes and then the major labels 
come along and buy them out. 
With the music I play, there just 
isn’t a lot of money, so you kind of 
have to do it yourself.” 

For Aldcroft, that means a life 
totally immersed in music. 

“Oh, it’s great,” he enthuses. 
“Every day it’s music, either teach- 
ing it, playing it, producing, pro- 
moting it. I like it. It's busy, it’s a 
lot of-work, but I wouldn’t want to 
be doing anything else.”

In information compiled by 
Pollstar, which collects data from 
the continent’s 200 major tours 
and estimates grosses for unre- 
ported gross revenues from North 
American concerts, ticket sales 
rose by 15.4 per cent to a record 
$1.5 billion US last year, despite a 
drop in the actual amount of tick- 


ets sold. 

The previous record for annual 
gross was $1.4 billion in 1994. 
Average ticket prices rose to 
$43.63 last year, up from $33.59 in 
1998. 

That 30 per cent jump is the 
main reason for the record gross, 
since ticket sales actually dropped 
to 26.3 million from 27.4 million 
during the same period. 

The Rolling Stones’ arena tour 
had the highest sales at $64.7 mil- 
lion, but its average ticket price of 
$109.62 was also the highest. The 
Stones tour sold 590,000 tickets, 
which was 14th place. 

Number-one spot was ’'NSync’s 
pack-leading 1.45 million from 121 
concerts, with ticket prices a third 
of The Stones’.

Country? Improv jazz? ogether? 


BY DAN GIVEN 

n the erazy and eclectic musical 
[ona of Dr. Eugene Chad- 

bourne, there are no genres. 
Citing Bugs Bunny as a major artis- 
tic influence, Chadbourne plays 
“music about music,” and if the 
audience chooses to follow, they 
are along for a hell of a ride. 

Chadbourne’s music spans stylis- 
tic borders, incorporating country 
classics and pop ditties into perfor- 
mances that also draw on free jazz 
pioneer Albert Ayler. Snippets of 
country tunes pop up in impro- 
vised pieces, while his ‘straight’ 
country songs are inflected with 
wacky guitar or banjo improvisa- 
tions. 

“In the beginning, it was the 
absurdity of using it,” he says of his 
first forays into country music, 
“But there’s also a sentimental side 
to the music. I like how sincere the 
lyrics are.” 

With the music business domi- 
nated by saccharine radio trash, 
Chadbourne thinks that people 
often don’t understand country 
music, based on what they hear in 
mainstream radio. 

“People are surprised to hear 
C&W songs with leftist or radical 
lyrics and also how weird some of 
the lyrics are in country songs. But 
the more you get into it, the more 
you discover.” 

A Vietnam draft dodger, Chad- 
bourne’s musical career was born 
in Alberta. Upon arrival in Calgary 
in 1970, he quickly dropped out of 
high school. From a job as copy 
boy for the Calgary Herald, he 
worked his way to reporter and 
was soon writing for various music 
magazines. But Alberta wasn’t 
ready for Dr. (short for drop-out) 
Chadbourne’s musical melange and 
in 1976 he headed to New York 
after President Jimmy Carter grant- 
ed clemency to draft dodgers. 

“My impression of Alberta was 
that it was a backward cultural 
milieu, a horrible to place to play 
avant-garde music.

“Maybe it’s because people 
didn’t have so many different ways 
to talk to each other that the songs 
are a very focused form of commu- 
nication.

n Mom, Dad, I’m Living With A 
[ire Girl, Marty Chan inter- 

weaves two wildly different sto- 
ries constructed around parallel 
plots and delivers a charmingly 
absurd but insightful look at inter- 
racial relationships. Based on his 
own experiences, Chan’s story 
lines explore the issue of balanc- 
ing obligations to family with the 
struggle to achieve independence. 

In the first story, Mark Gee, 
played by Jared Matsunaga-Turn- 
bull, is dating Sally Davis (Caroline 
Livingstone). They are getting 
along famously. The only glitch is 
that Gee is Chinese and Davis is 
white. This is not a problem for 
either of them, but it becomes one. 
For Gee’s parents, it’s a big deal. 
Their reaction to his apparent 

abandonment of his familial 
responsibilities is extreme. But 
oc in any culture. 

‘Most typical though, in the one- 
dimensional culture of the B- 
Movie secret-agent genre. 
Characters in the first story have 
counterparts in a second, in which 
Mrs. Gee is the fiendishly evil 
leader of an ancient Oriental cult. 
She plots world domination whilst 
her sneering minion, Mr. Gee, 
steeped in martial arts lore, raises 
loyalty to new heights of lunacy. 
The inevitably star-crossed lovers 
are Mark and Sally in the standard 
roles of secret agents. Think Get 
Smart meets Fu Manchu.

In a seamlessly constructed 
series of segues, the stories alter- 
nate back and forth, scene by 
scene. Chan cleverly writes dia- 
logue that serves both to close a 
scene in one story and simultane- 
ously open a scene in the other. 
The effect is hilarious and mes- 
merizing. 

Patrick Gallagher gives wonder- 
ful performances both as the 
father Kim Gee, whose feelings are 
closely guarded, and as the mania- 
cally devoted foot soldier. As the 
diligent patriarch he has moved his 
acupuncture business to Canada 
and dedicated all his energies to 
his family. His parody of the wor- 
shipful minion is delightful. 

Laara Ong is equally amazing as 
she switches roles effortlessly. In 
one breath she is taciturn and obe- 
dient, the perfect Chinese house- 
wife and mother. The next 
moment she is a wild-eyed sorcer- 
ess, a wickedly villainous would- 
be world dominatrix. 

The obligatory confrontation 


between good and evil, a battle to 
the death, is fought in both stories 
In the ‘B’ world, the two men 
engage in hand-to-hand combat. 
Matsunaga-Turnbull does a 
delightfully intense send-up of 
Bruce Lee, replete with his trade- 
mark hyper-tense posturing, jaw 
clenching and patented nails-on- 
blackboard whine. In the ‘real’ 
world Mark confronts his parents 
with his decision not to live up to 
their expectations. 

In Mom, Dad, Marty Chan does 
walk a fine line between taking 
advantage of racial stereotyping 
and arguing that the attitudes 
allowing such stereotypes to flour- 
ish are not ‘race’ specific. As Sally 
puts it, racists come in all colors. 

An interesting and perhaps 
defensive device sees Sally, who 
earns her living as a script reader, 
reading the screenplay of the sec- 
ond story and offering commen- 
tary on such issues as the misap- 
propriation of voice, racial stereo- 
typing and the ever-popular argu- 
ment that such ideas are merely 
exaggerations of characteristics 
rooted in reality. 

This argument allows Chan to 
make comedic hay of such gener- 
alizations as the driving skills of 
the Chinese and the myth that the 
Chinese have an innate aptitude 
for math. Chan gets away with 
much that might be found offen- 
sive elsewhere because he 


employs it principally in his spoof

couple of bit character dupes 
Shakespeare tossed into Hamlet 
to up the body count and make 
sure everyone understood it was a 
tragedy. To add insult, as Tom 
Stoppard’s Rosencrantz and 
Guildenstern are Dead points out 
for the doomed friends of the 
usurped prince, Will really did 
treat them like minor characters. 
He sent them into a bad situation 
without much to go on, so that all 
their time on and off stage in 
Hamlet had to be spent asking the 
five Ws. And for all their efforts, 
they still wind up dead. 

And yet, as Robert Loucks, 
director of the Walterdale Thea- 
tre’s most recent take on the play 
adjacent to a play reminds us, 
Rosencrantz and Guildenstern 
are Dead is a comedy. 

“The fun is in the lines and the 
action and there’s the fun of play- 
ing with Hamlet a little bit. A mes- 
senger has told them they are 
needed to come to a certain place, 
so they come. And once the first 
players come in and then the 
other players from Hamlet come 
in, they get caught up in the play 
of Hamlet.”

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Plantiers make dining out a special oeeasion

e had no sooner walked through the door 
when I realized that two of the Scooby 
review gang (yours truly and Ray) were 
dressed a tad too casually as compared to the 
rest of the patrons. Yikes. 

Well, at least Suzette raised the sartorial 
excellence of the group and the fine people at 
Plantiers Restaurant (10807 - 106 Ave.) didn’t 
bat an eyelash as they showed the rumpled 
reviewer and friends to their table. For the rest 
of the meal I felt like Michael Douglas in 
Wonder Boys (don't ask). 

Plantiers is a comfortable room — soft col- 
ors, floral cloth hangs, comfy high-backed red 
chairs — one of those places that is an obvious 
choice for a special event and, to prove my 
point, there was at least one birthday being cel- 
ebrated the night we dined. But in my opinion, 
a restaurant like Plantiers shouldn't only be 
reserved for “occasions.” Fine dining should be 
experienced in and of itself just for the sheer 
joy of the action — as our evening proved. 

Ray and I started with appetizers, he the 
soup (a cream of green pea soup du jour) while 
I had the Salade Tiede de Coquilles Saint- 
Jacques (Warm Scallop Salad with a Raspberry 
Vinaigrette). We also decided on a mid-range 
Beaujolais 


The appetizers came to the table in a jiff and 
were as delightful as they were prompt. The 
soup was not only a wonderfully hearty and 
sophisticated offering but it came to the table 
pipping hot. The salad was a beautiful experi- 
ment in contrasts — buttery, warm tender shal- 
lots offsetting a tangy dressing on a bed of 
eclectic mixed greens and finely diced toma- 
toes. 

For entrées, Ray decided to continue his 
informal beef weekend (three nights running) 
and ordered the Filet de Boeuf Sauce au Merlot 
(Triple-A tenderloin in Merlot Sauce), while 
Suzette had the Aiguillette de Canard du Lac 
Brome au Cerises (Breast of Duck from Lake 
Brome with a Sour Cherry Sauce). I had the 
Supreme de Volaille au Proire Vert (Chicken 
Breast with a Green Peppercorn Sauce). { was 
tempted to order in French, but was having 
trouble enough with English and decided to 
quit while I was ahead. 

The entrées looked almost too good to eat as 
they came to the table. Full points for the 
delectable assortment of side offerings — 
lightly garlic-laced red cabbage served in a pas- 
try cup sitting on a foundation of shaved car- 
rots, accompanied by a trio of perfect green 
beans and a slab of golden deep-fried potatoes 
— and the deftness of the three meals’ sauces. 


My chicken, for example, came with a rich 
deep sauce that managed not to, go too deep 
into pepper-land, a delicate balancing act, and 
a taste of Ray’s beef made me momentarily 
wish I'd ordered that dish as well. 

The meal so far was more than substantial, 
but Ray and I decided to order dessert anyway 
for professional reasons. I just have to report 
back to you what Plantiers desserts are 
like. Suzette rolls her eyeballs as I say this, 
but we still order desserts — in \fatt we 
order the assorted dessert platé (five 
desserts!!). ys 

As delightful as the entrées and appetizers 
were, I can see why Plantiers has such a repu- 
tation for desserts. All five, including impossi- 
bly light Millefeuille, silky smooth Créme 
Brulee, and Irish Ice Cream served in a buttery 
pastry shell, were flawless, almost platonic 
ideals of a final course, but if I had to do it over 
again I wouldn't order the assortment — too 
much of a good thing. 

Allare so rich and sweet that the assortment 
kinéla cancels itself out. You're much better off 
to order one dessert at a time and go back to 
satuple subsequent offerings. I sure as heck 
will be. 

And next time I'm just dressing up a bit 
more.
